DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 8 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior art teaches the second nitride based semiconductor layer, formed on 
said first nitride based semiconductor layer in said striped opening, including the second 
conductivity type second cladding layer and containing at least one of boron, aluminum, gallium, 
indium and thallium, wherein said current blocking layer includes the muhi-layer structure of at 
least one first layer of the nitride based semiconductor containing at least one of aluminum and 
boron and at least one second layer of the nitride based semiconductor containing indium and 
having the smaller band gap than said first layer. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
